On the 26th April, 1979 at about 1300 hours, Shri Rajpal 
Singh while patrolling the Dhanauia area received iniormaLion 
that the notorious dacoit Raj bmgh, who was operating 
in Uttar Pradesh and Haryana, was present nt the tubewell ot 
Girwar. Shri Rajpal Singh along with the police force avail- 
able immediately proceeded to the hideout of the dacoit gang. 
The dacoit perceived the movements of the police and 
opened lire on them. Shri Rajpal Singh challenged the 
dacoits and asked them to surrender but the dacoiis did not 
stop firing. The Dacoits retreated towards village Naglabadhi 
but continued to fire intermittently. Some villagers of 
village Dhananra also jomed the police party which kept on 
chasing the Dacoits who entered village Baravad and hid 
themselves in the sugarcane, fields. Shri Rajpal Singh kept 
on cjthorting his men to continue firing on the dacoits. He 
also took the rifle of one party member and shot dead one 
of the dacoits. 7 wo more dacoits were shot dead by the 
other members of the police party. 

In this encounter Shri Rajpal Singh exhibited conspicu- 
ous gallantry initative, leadership and devotion to duty of 
a very high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the night of 24th /25th November, 1979, a small party 
consisting or three Head Security Guards and three Secu- 
rity Guards, of the Central Industrial Security Force led by 
Shri Lai jit Ram, Sub Inspector was deputed to prevent the 
commission of theft of copper cables which was likely to 
take place in the Old Stores area of Barauni Oil Refinery 
area. Tbc party was divided into three groups. While 
the p'oup led by the Sub-Inspector took up position near the 
Cable stack, the second group led by Shri Bhardul Singh, 
Head Security Guard was detailed on the northern side of 
the stack-yard. The third group was positioned on the 
southern side. At abput 11.15 P.M., the criminals trespass- 
ed into the prohibited area of the Refinery after scaling the 
nerimeter wall. When they approached the Cable-stack, 
theyfwcre challenged by Shri Laijit Ram. Two of the cul- 
nrits fled towards the southern direction and were chased 
by the third group of the Central Industrial Security Force 
personnel. Shri Bhardul Singh and a Security Guard who 
were keeping watch on the Northern end also rushed to- 
wards the southern side to help in apprehending the crimi- 
nals. On the way, because of dense bushes, enormous 
scraps and uneven ground, Shri Bhardul Singh got separat- 
ed from the Security Guard. When Shri Bhardul Singh 
reached the^ plncc where the cables had been kept, he 
saw n culprit hiding in a bush. Shri Bhardul Singh who was 
carrying a lathi, in disreg^ard of his personal safety and un- 
mindful of the risk involved in apprehending the criminal 


who was likely to be armed, ppunced upon the culprit 
However, Uie culprit shot at Shn Bnardul Smgh almost point 
blank in the chest and the abdomen, as a result of which 
Shri Bhardul Singh died on the spot. 

Jn this action Sliri Bhardul Singh exhibited conspicuous 
galkinlry, determination, exceptional courage and devotion 
to duty of very high order.

riLeso regulations are publLhcd foi the convenience of 
candidoitis and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of tlieir comiug up to the required pliysical standard. 
I’hc regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements picccrlbed in the regulations 
cannot be declar^ fit by the medical examiners. However, 
wmlc holding that a ctmdidate is nut fit according to the 
norms laid down in the regulations, it would be ' permissi- 
ble for a Medical Board to recommend to the Govern- 
ment of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing 
that he may be admitted to service without disadvantage* to 
Government. 

ft shculd, however, be clearly understood that the 
Government of India reserve to themselves, absolute discre- 
tion to rejeCL or accept any coiiididate after considering the 
report of the Medical Loa rd. Foi* the disabled cx-Defence 
Services Personnel and the Border Security Force Personnel 
disabled in operations during Jndo-i ak hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof, the standards will be 
relaxed consisLcnl with the rcquireincnts of the points.] 

1. do be passed ns lit for appointment ni candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and tree from any 
physical defeat likely tu inter fere with ihe eilicicnt perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointmont. 

2. In the matter of llie correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
lace, It is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures n:c considered most suiiable an a guide in the 
examination of the candidates, if there be any disproportion 
with 1‘Cgaid to iieight, weight, and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for invesiigntica and X-ray of the 
chest taJ:en before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows : — 
He will remove liis shoes ami be placed against the 

standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and inot on the toes or other 
sMes of the feet, He vvdl stand erect without 
rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the ...taindntcl; tiie chin will be 
depressed to bring the vertex of the head-lovel 
under the horizontal bar, and the height will bo 
recorded in centimetres and pans of a centimetre 
to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows : — - 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
bo so adjusted round the chegt that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angle^i of Ihc shoulder blades 
behind and lies in the dirrn; horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
then be lowered to hong loosely by the side and 
care will be that tho sJioiildcrs are not 

thrown upwards or backv/nids so as to displace 
the tape. Tho candidate will then be directed to 
take a deep inspitatiun several times and the maxL 
mum expansion of tho cheat w'ill be carefully noted 
and the minimum and maximum will then be 
recorded in c^nUnactres thus Rfi-93.75 etc. 

In recording the mcasLircments fractions of less 
than half a centimetre should not be noted. 
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N.B. — ^Thc height and clic^st of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5. Tlie candiJaite will also be weighed ind liis w'ciglit re- 
corded in Kilogram; fraction of half a Kilogiam should 
not be noted. 

6. The candidate's eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with following rules, llie result of each test will be record- 
ed. 

(i) General. — The candidate's eyes will be submitted to 
a gcineral examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he sufters from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eyelids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or arc likely at a 
future date to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acuity, — ^The examination for dctu raining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one of 
the distant, the otiicr for near vision. Each t;ye will 
be examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidate shall, however, be re- 
corded by the Medical Boaid or other muHcal authority in 
every case as it will funiish the basic information in regard 
to the condition of the eye.

For the services concerned with safety of Piib!iv,_ c.g, 
pilots, drivers, guards, etc., the higher grade of colour vision 
ift essential but for others the lower pradc of colcut’ vision 
should be considered sufficient. The same standard:; of colour 
vision should be applicable in respect ot all engineeing 
personnel in whose ebse colour perception is cc-nsid“red 
essential Irrespective of the fact whether their duties involve 
field work or not. 

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision con'titulcs recognition with 
case and without hesitation of signal red, signal gre. n and 
white colours. The use of Ishihara’s pL\te!:, shown in good 
light and a suitable lantern like Edrigi.* Green '-hell b* con- 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
either of the two testa may ordiiiirdy he considered suffi- 
cient, in respect of the servaecs concerned with road, rail 
and air traffic, it is essential to c.avry out the lantern test. 
In doubtful cases where a candidate foils to qualify when 


tested by only one of the two tests, both I he tests should be 
employed. 

Note (4). — Field oj vision. — The field of vision shall be 
tested by the confrontation method. Where such test gives 
unsatisfactory or doubtful results the field of vision should 
be determined on the perimeter. 

Note (5). — Ni^/u Night blindness need not be 

tested as a routine, but only in special cases. No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is 
prescribed. TTie Medictil Board should be given the discrc- 
tion to improvise such rough tests, c.g., recording of visual 
acuity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
recognise various objects in a darkened room alter he /she 
has been there for 20 to 30 minutes. CandiJ*ite's own state- 
ments should not always be relied upon, but they should bo 
given due consideration. 

Note (G). (a) Ocular co;,ditions otfi^r thun visual acuity— 
any organic disease or a progressive refractive error which 
is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be 
considered as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification, 

(c) Where the presence of binocular vision is 
essential squint, even if the visual acuity is of a pircscribed 
standard should be considered as a disqualification. 

(d) One eyed persons. — The employment of one-eyed indi- 
viduals is not recommended. 

7. Blood Pressure. 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure, 
A rough method of calculating nornud iiiuximum syatolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 year of age the average 
is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B.— As a Rcneral rule any systolic pressure over 140 mm 
and diiistoiic over 90 m should be regaultd as su:>picious 
and the candidates should bo hospitalised by the Board before 
giviuR their final opinion regarding the candidates fitness or 
cthciwise. I he hospiiaiisalion report she aid indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to ex- 
citement etc., or whether it is due to anv organic disease. 
In all such cases X-rav and electro-card iographic examina- 
tion of heart and blood urea clearance test : hoiild aEo be 
done as a routine. The final decision as to the fitness or 
otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical 
Board only. 

Method of iakinfi Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of inalrument should be 
ii:;cd as a rule. The measurement should not be taken with- 
in liftcen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided 
tfic patient and palicularly his aim is relaxed, he may bo 
cither lyinR or sitting. Ihe arm is supported comfortably 
at the patient’s side in a move or less horizontal position. 
The arm should be freed fioin clothes to the shoulder. The 
cuff, completely deflated, should be applied with Ihe middle 
of the rubber over the inner side of the arm and its lower 
edge an inch or two above the bend of elbow. The follow- 
ing turns of cloth baiadagc should spread evenly ovei the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial arteiy is located by palpiUdK-n at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied slightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with ihe cull. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. ITg. and then ..lowh dellat- 
cd The level at which the colur/m stands when soft succes- 
sive sounds are heard represents the systolic pressure. When 
more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to in- 
c'’case in intensity. The level at which the well -heard clear 
sounds change to soft muftled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic pressure. The measurement should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolong!^ pressure of the cuff 
h initating to the patient and wi'l vitiate the readings.^ Re- 
checking if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. C^mctinies, as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain Icv^l; they may 
disappear as pressure fills and reappear at still lower level. 
This silent Gap may cause error in reading). 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medical 
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Board finds suRar present in a candidate’s urine bv the nsual 
chemical test, the Boaid will proceed with the examina- 
tion with all its other aspects and will also specially dote 
any signs of sympton^s suggestive of diabetes. Jf except for 
ijie glycosuria, the Board finds the candidate confqftps tp tit® 
standaoi of medical fitness required they may candi- 

date '‘fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic" and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist ih 
Medicine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his 
disposal. The Mcdicol specialist will carry out whatever ex- 
amination clinical and laboratory he considers necessary In- 
cluding a standard blood sugar tolerance test and, will 
submit his opinion to the Medical Board, upon which the 
A^cdical Board will base its final opinion “fit" or “unfit". The 
candidate will not be required to appear in perspn before the 
Board on the seccUd occasion. To exclude the elfects of medi- 
cation it mav be necessary to retain a candidate for several 
days in hospital under strict supervision. 

9. A woman candidate who as a result of test is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, ^ould bo der 
clared temporarilv unfit until the confinement is over. She 
should bo re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement subject to the production of a medi- 
cal certificate of fitness from a registered medical pu^cti- 
tioner. 

10. The following additional points should be observed : — 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is Rood and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In casp it 
is defective the candidate should bb got examined by 
the car specialist : provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or hv u^ of a 
hearing aid caiuHdafe cannot be dpclaped upilt on 
that account provided he /she has no progressive dis- 
ease in the ear.
